Many new mechanical developments 
have become available and more 
will be produced in 1957 which should 
improve both the reception of com­ 
munity lines, individual antennae, 
and transmitting. In fact, if hun­ 
dreds of us were not so complacent­ 
ly accepting the picture received on 
the lines we no doubt would be find­ 
ing other ways of obtaining results. 
More minds would be applied to the 
problem, many more experiments 
would result, and much more public 
demand for action at the top, both 
in the private laboratories and in 
Washington, would be heard. Weare 
accepting the mediocre too readily, 
and we will continue to get it as 
long as we settle for it so amicably.

Our crystal ball moves into the 
Play Time field and the most en­ 
couraging note we find is that W ar­ 
ren shows sigils of an awakening. 
The demand for action on the swim­ 
ming pool and the widely expressed 
willingness to help build it are 
strong follow-ups of past meetings 
and demands. 
It takes us back to 1942 when a 
large meeting was held, attended by 
representatives of nearly every or­ 
ganization in town, ranging from 
high school clubs to the YMCA and 
YWCA. 
From that meeting came 
inspired individuals who worked in 
many ways to stir Warren into 
action along recreational lines. The 
seeds were planted and positive 
steps have resulted. 
The recreation problem is not 
limited to teen-agers. For the same 
reason that we say the basic trouble 
with many boys and girls who go 
wrong is the parents, we find the 
basic need in recreation is a broad 
one. The facilities and activities 
provided should be such that they 
keep families together. 
Playgrounds must be more than 
outdoor baby sitting. These areas 
should grow in such a way that the 
entire family can have fun on them. 
If not always together, certainly at 
the same time. 
We need a swimming pool, and we 
may need more tennis courts. We 
also must do something about ice 
skating in the average winter when 
the frost does not get into the ground 
soon enough to make natural freezing 
feasible. 
But our principal need is co­ 
ordination of what we do have. And 
what we have ranges through the 
public playgrounds, the many gym­ 
nasiums, the youth canteen, vacant 
land that can be obtained and is in 
the process of being obtained. 
A ll of these could be coordinated 


by a real recreation department 
under a trained director. Every 
activity, from our Hot Stove leagues 
to our thin line of basketball leagues, 
would be improved. Fun would be 
more varied, volunteer help would 
have a consultant available, and 
scheduling of all kinds, whether it 
be facilities or league play, would be 
eased. 
A first wee step in this direction 
may be possible in 1957. There are 
signs. 
• 


We also believe more w ill be done 
about the swimming pool than has 
be#en accomplished in many years of 
talk, study, and trying. It may not 
be completed in 1957, but it would not 
surprise us if it were done in 1958. 
But money w ill be given in 1957, 
and much groundwork w ill be done. 
The school situation should be cla ri­ 
fied, and that should help the swim­ 
ming pool backers, many of whom 
want to build it with donated funds, 
but want it to be a combination pool 
that can be used in all seasons. 
* 


In specific sports we see an 
interesting year. W arren high school 
has much good m aterial for a big 
football season, if injuries w ill stop 
plaguing the squad. However, we 
wonder if Coach Fred Bell w ill be 
with us. He is a young coach who 
has come a long way, and he is 
ambitious along coaching lines. The 
jobs no doubt are there if he wants 
them. Regretfully we predict a very 
great possibility of a head coaching 
change next fall. 
Northern Area w ill have a big 
sport year. Its undefeated football 
team suffered very little through 
graduation. The Knights were large 
and fast last year. They should be 
even larger and faster in 1957. 
We are told they w ill play Kane next 
year. We predict right now that they 
w ill beat the Wolves. In fact, we

Let’s roll the crystal ball into the 
Buyers field. The big item in every 
buyer’s life is the dollar. We believe 
Warren county will have a fair share 
of these in 1957. 
Though many predict a tapering 
off in prosperity in 1957, we believe 
Warren plants will have a goodyear. 
Most of them are looking to the 
future and are not sitting back 
content with what they have. Ex- 
Dansion is common. This suggests 
lat more people will be working in 
Warren county before 1957 is past 
than was the case in 1956. 
The Sylvania addition on Lexington 
ave. will employ many people. Shef­ 
field is working hard at selling the 
glass plant and, if successful, as 
many as two or three hundred people 
could find work there. 
The National Forge is making a 
large addition, there is a new plant 
ust west of Warren, the United 
Refinery is keeping pace with the 
atest developments in gasoline and 
oil production, and in fact is a bit 
ahead of most competitors. 


The Warren Chamber of Com­ 
merce has become the Warren Area 
Chamber of Commerce and work 
along county lines already has been 
started. A survey of the area, with 
financial help from the state, is in 
the making. At least one neighboring 
town is seeking state help also, anc 
as many as two new plants may 
result. 
Other steps that will affect the dol- 
ar is the addition of motel facilities 
and a study of the housing problem 
f a tangible step is taken to relieve 
the housing situation it will mean 
money for the builders and homes 
l or new workmen. 
As for the importance of motels 
to replace the lost Carver Hotel, we 
now find the traveling dollar going 
elsewhere. Salesm en, plant servic­ 
ing personnel, and other visitors 
who are vitally important to our 
industrial life must hurry in and out 
of Warren. Most of them find no 
place to stay. Not even a smal 
percentage of the money we pay 
them for their work and their pro­ 
ducts is left here in room and board 
payments. W e consider it a blind spot 
on the part of local businessmen 
when they failed to act positively and 
immediately following the hotel fire. 
But the motels gradually will eat 
into the problem, though it may take 
much time, and the dollar is not so 
ready for motel investments which 
have a high rate of bankruptcy to 
accompany their continued phenom­ 
enal growth. 


A sign of prosperity for the em ­ 
ploye is to be found in one major 
industry. We are told it will increase 
its wage scale about twenty per cent 
This will be topped by a four per 
cent bonus. 
Then there is talk of plant sales. 
One major plant in town is expected 
to change hands in 1957. The effect 
on its employes may be a bit greater 
than usually is the case. 


Prosperity in area communities 
will change very little. Sheffield 
could enjoy the greatest change if 
it can find a buyer for its empty 
plant. -Tidioute seem s destined to 
be a residential community, with a 
minor boom enjoyed during the sum 
mer vacation period as the river be­ 
comes 
a growing attraction for 
camps and vacationers. Youngsville 
already enjoys good times, though 
there are some in Youngsville who 
talk of looking for more indust: y and 
more growth. 
* 
If you own a plant in Warren 
county, 1957 is not discouraging. If 
you are a workman and have a 
reasonable amount of senority, you 
should not be concerned about time 
payments for the things you want if 
you are well budgeted within your 
regular time pay. 
We may see some quieting of the 
boom, 
but the hustlers will do 
reasonably well in 1957,

Let’s sight through the 1957 cry s­ 
tal ball for hunting and fishingfore- 
casts. In the case of fishing we can 
be quite official about our predic­ 
tions. Some of the greatest changes 
in the history of fishing will be 
effected this year. In the field of 
hunting we can only guess. 
Let’s guess first. We believe 
the recent buck season will reveal 
that we shot less than in 1Q55. 
And the quality of the bucks does 
not increase. Obviously we have too 
many deer. This situation will not 
be remedied until we open the season 
on both bucks and does. The result 
will be a better herd and much bet­ 
ter racks. 
However, this is too radical for 
Pennsylvania in 1957. Whoever or 
whatever controls the thinking of 
the Pennsylvania Game Commis­ 
sion probably will block such a 
change again, despite the recom ­ 
mendations of authorities on the 
subject, and plenty of proof in areas 
where it has been tried. 
However, we believe there will be 
a limited doe season in 1957. 
In small game hunting we an­ 
ticipate no radical changes, and we 
are sure that the supply in all lines 
will be plentiful, barring seasonal 
feeding and breeding problems. 
* 
As for fishing, 1957 will see a 
new approach to this sport. Except 
for trout you can catch most any 
fish in most any month, and the 
minimum size restriction is dis­ 
appearing in some cases, such as 
bass. 
Bass can be caught from 
January I to the middle of March,

Perhaps you would like to read 
a few excerpts from the fish com­ 
m ission’s current release. 
“ For the first time since before 
the turn of the century when fish­ 
ing regulations were first effected 
in this State, all fish except trout 
from the open waters of the Com­ 
monwealth may be taken by our 
fishermen during the early weeks 
of the year,” says William Voigt, 
J r., Executive D irector of the Com­ 
mission. 
Also emphasized was the sim ­ 
plification and uniformity of size, 
season, creel limits and other regu­ 
lations attained for the Delaware 
River, Lake Erie and Pymatuning 
Lake as a result of conferences 
with the fisheries adm inistrators 
of New Jersey, New York and Ohio. 
Following are the size, season, 
creel limits and regulations, in 
part, applicable to the inland waters 
of Pennsylvania for 1957: 
Trout (except lake or salmon) - 
5:00 a. rn., April 15 to midnight 
September 2; minimum size, 6 in­ 
ches; daily limit, 8. 
Trout (lake or salmon) - same 
as above except there will be no 
minimum size, and the season closes 
November 30. 
Bass 
(largemouth 
and sm all- 
mouth) - January 
I to midnight 
March 14, and June 15 to midnight 
March 15, 1958; no minimum size; 
daily limit, 6 combined species. 
Pickerel (pikeperch, Walleye or 
Susquehanna salmon) - open year 
around; minimum size, 12 inches; 
daily limit, 6 each species (2 pike­ 
perch only through ice). 
Pike (great northern) - open year 
around; minimum size, 12 inches; 
daily limit, 6. 
Frogs - July 2 to midnight Octo­ 
ber 31; no minimum size; daily limit, 
25; season limit, 50. It is unlawful 
to take frogs by use of an artificial 
light. 
Tadpoles - July 2 to midnight 
October 31; no minimum size; daily 
imit, 25. 
Terrapin (red leg) - November 2 
to midnight March 14, 1958; no mini­ 
mum size; daily limit, 5; season 
im it, 50. 
All species not specifically men­ 
tioned above are classed as food 
fish and may be taken at any time 
of year, in any number or size, by 
approved means as set forth in the 
Pennsylvania Fish Laws. 
Possession Limit: It is illegal to 
have in possession at any time more 
than two days limit of the following 
species: 
Trout, all species; Bass, 
largemouth and smallmouth; Pike­ 
perch, (walleye or Susquehanna Sal­ 
mon); Pickerel, Muskellunge, Great 
Northern Pike. 
Fishing in drawn down waters: 
Failure to observe “ No Fishing” 
posters on any waters drawn down 
under proper permit shall subject 
the offender to arrest and a fine of 
$20. 
Bait-fish and Fish-bait: The use 
of lamprey eels for bait in any of 
the inland waters is prohibited . . . 
A bait-fish or fish-bait container 
used by more than one fisherman 
while fishing must be sectionalized 
with no more than the legal posses­ 
sion limit for one fisherman re ­ 
tained in each section. 
Rowing boats for fishermen: 
A 
person rowing a boat while another 
in that boat is fishing is considered 
to be aiding the fisherm an, therefore 
must possess a fishing license. 
(Delaware River excepted). 
Trolling from motor boats: T roll­ 
ing from motor boats is permissible 
on all waters of the Commonwealth 
on which motors are allowed.

Scrooge Set To Music 


“ The Stingiest Man In Town” is 
a musical about a penny-pincher 
who thinks Christmas is humbug, 
whose 
avarice 
wrecks his only 
romance and who 
is finally led to 
see the ruinous 
course of his life 
by a trio of spir­ 
its on Christmas 
Eve. 
Whereupon 
he 
undergoes 
a 
monstrous trans­ 
formation of per­ 
sonality and char­ 
ac te r 
rivalling 
that of St. Paul. 
If all this re­ 
minds you of a story by Charles 
Dickens named “ A Christmas C ar­ 
ol” , it's because the musical was 
based on just that story and brought 
to NBC television last Sunday night. 
I suppose it was inevitable. Since 
Shakespeare and Shaw and Voltaire 
have suddenly been discovered to be 
essentially 
librettists, 
somebody 
was bound sooner or later to cast 
Dickens in that role, too. 
I only 
wish they’d picked a gayer story 
like — well — “Oliver Twist.” 
(“ I Bludgeoned Nancy Sykes Tc 
Death” would make a nice catchy 
song, I think.) 


* * * 
Actually, 
“ The Stingiest Man, 
etc.” was not a bad show but it was 
by no 
means 
an inspired one. 
Throughout its hour and a half 
length, you got the feeling that com­ 
poser Fred Spielman and lyricist 
Janice Torre had been summoned in 
and ordered to convert “ A Christ­ 
mas Carol” into a musical, that 
they labored earnestly in this cause 
but their hearts weren’t really in 
it. “An Old Fashioned Christmas 
“ Listen To The Song Of The Christ­ 
mas Spirit” and “ It Might Have 
Been” are not bad songs but, both 
in melody and lyric, they are awfully 
obvious; they don’t, in short, con­ 
tain those little surprises that 
good tune and lyric have to have to 
sweep you with them. 
Some of the other songs - ‘•Re­ 
pent In Time” , “One Little Boy’ 
“ Mankind Should Be My Business 
- are the sort of songs that seem 
to be always on the verge of burst­ 
ing into melody but never quite do. 
Basil Rathbone as Scrooge gave 
performance that was pure grease­ 
paint; the quivering lips and palsied 
limbs and hunched shoulders would 
have gone down splendidly if this 
were a ballet but they were a bit 
too much for a dramatic role, par­ 
ticularly one that close to the cam­ 
eras. 
Patrice Munsel, as a girl who 
loses out to avarice, and Robert 
Weede, as the defunct Marley both 
have voices of some renown .hut 
neither were given much oppor­ 
tunity to use them. Actually, Vie 
Damone, as the young Scrooge, and 
J o h n n y Desmond, as Scrooge’s 
nephew, possess singing styles con­ 
siderably more appropriate to the 
kind of music in “Stingiest Man” . 
I am a man of almost unbounded 
admiration for Dickens except a- 
round Christmas time when my 
admiration gets a little bounded by 
“ A Christmas Carol” which has 
been done once or twice too often. 
Heaven only knows where this pas­ 
sion for turning everything into 
musicals is going to land us. Now 
that Dickens has fallen to the lyric­ 
ists, there isn’t much left. Any day 
I expect ‘ War And Peace” to be­ 
come a musical extravaganza with 
the battle of Borodino reduced to a 
ballet by Agnes de Mille. (“ Every 
Man Has His Waterloo And Moscow 
Was Mine” would be a nice song 
for Napoleon.) 
More and more music is making 
itself felt on television but the book 
show - the show with plot as well 
as songs - still seems to elude the 
boys. I’ve had a good deal more fun 
watching the informal shows star­ 
ring Dinah Shore. Miss Shore is an 
entertainer of warm personality and 
great experience and by wise selec-

WHO WON? 


WASHINGTON — A small liberal 
coalition of Northern and Western 
Democrats plus Eisenhower Repub­ 
licans will open the new Congress 
with an effort to clear the way for 
enactment of civil rights legisla­ 
tion. 
The conservative coalition of Mid­ 
west Republicans and Southern Dem­ 
ocrats dominant in Congress since 
1938 has announced its opposition. 
This group has the votes. Since its 
members admit they also have the 
will, they are bound to prevail. 
One thing only can alter this 
prospect. It is for President Eisen­ 
hower to mobilize public opinion 
and to intervene directly and p er­ 
sonally with Congress. Nothing in 
his record as President suggests 
that he will pursue such a course. 
The cover for the iron determ in­ 
ation of the conservative coalition 
to maintain its grip on Congress 
will be a legalistic argument over 
whether the Senate is a continuing 
body. This is merely a convenient 
mask to conceal the private motives 
of Senators. 
The fact is, however, that except 
for its power as a symbol, Federal 
civil rights legislation is as out­ 
moded as bloomers. Barring aboli­ 
tion of the poll tax, what Congress 
is asked to do in current civil 
rights programs would alter very 
little the pattern of American life. 
Congressional refusal to act on 
what appears to be a moral prin­ 
ciple injures this nation in the 
other three-fourths of the world 
whose people are not white. But if 
all current civil rights legislation 
proposed by either party became 
law, the lives of most Americans, 
white or colored, would be little 
affected. 
The Supreme Court, unaided, in 
a series of decisions during the 
last decade has gone far beyond 
any proposal ever made to Con­ 
gress in the field of civil rights. 
That is why the real brains behind 
the South’s effort to maintain its 
crumbling segregation pattern are 
concentrating their attack on the 
Federal courts. 
The real battle, as distinct *rom 
the windmill tilting in Washington, 
opens Jan. 19 next in the courtroom 
of Federal Judge Robert Love Tay­ 
lor in Knoxville, Term. There de­ 
fendants from Clinton, Tenn., ac­ 
cused of contempt of court for Judge 
Taylor’s injunction against inter­ 
ference with school integration at 
Clinton, will be tried. 
It is a trial for which the South 
has long been preparing. In essence 
the attempt which will be made in 
Knoxville is to force all trials 
involving segregation into the hands 
of juries. The fairly secure assum p­ 
tion is of course that S o u t h e r n 
juries, susceptible to the pressures 
of their environment, will not convict 
defendants opposing segregation by 
whatever means.

Press And Public Shut 
Off From Washington 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. 
— Federal gov­ 
ernment at its highest level here 
in the national capital is getting 
more and more insulated from the 
people. 
Fewer and fewer avenues are open 
to the generally recognized means 
of contact between government and 
its citizens in a democracy — 
newspapers, magazines, radio, tele­ 
vision. 
This insulation was encouraged 
by the need for secrecy during war, 
by the "sheer size of the Federal 
government," and by the number of 
confidential relations between gov­ 
ernment and citizen, as pointed out 
by James Russell Wiggins, executive 
editor of the Washington Post, in a 
new book, "Freedom or Secrecy," 
which treats of this increasingly 
vexing problem. 
The inquiring citizen and inquir­ 
ing reporter "is no longer met by 
employes eager to explain what the 
government is doing," he says. 
"Government 
employes in the 
agencies dealing with the most rou­ 
tine civilian functions of government 
frequently give the impression pf 
being on guard. The natural curiosity 
of citizens inspires suspicion. There 
is a chill in the place of the easy 
accessibility of even 25 years ago." 
How apt is his diagnosis can be 
testified to by any long-time re ­ 
porter of government here. 
It seems pertinent to explore the 
problem at this time because the 
executive branch of our government 
will continue to be conducted by the 
same general management under 
which this insulation has been in­ 
tensified in the last four years, 
though it had its beginnings in pre­ 
vious administrations. 
The insulation is the harder to 
tear down because the Eisenhower 
Administration has been protected 
as has none other in this century, 
and it comes back into power with 
support from the overwhelming pre­ 
ponderance of the avenues of in­ 
formation, including newspapers and 
magazines. 
In short, the tendency to challenge 
and question the conduct of govern­ 
ment, traditionally the mission of 
newspapers, 
h a s 
b e e n 
greatly 
lessened. Upon the media of in­ 
formation the public had come to 
rely to take the initiative in break­ 
ing down the barriers between it 
and government. This is being done 
by committees of the press here and 
there, but on the whole the initiative 


incumbent upon the newspapers and 
other media seems lacking in force. 
Perhaps another reason for the 
general acceptance of the insulation 
is that the new generation of news- 
gatherers 
working 
here has no 
knowledge of the open doors that 
were available hereabouts before 
World War II. 
The closed-door 
policy apparently seems normal and 
natural to them. 
That is far from the case. The last 
Republican management of govern­ 
ment before the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration — the Harding-Coolidge- 
Hoover era from 1921 to 1933 — 
is, in retrospect, a goldfish bowl 
compared with what we confront 
today. 
Every Cabinet officer every week 
,d two news conferences at which 
he could be grilled freely about 
everything that went on in his de­ 
partment. And lower officials were 
always available. 
That continued into the Roosevelt 
Administration in which, too, Frank­ 
l e D. Roosevelt opened up his twice- 
veekly news conferences with free- 
for-all oral questions in a real 
cross-examination. 
During the previous Republican 
regimes, 1921-*33, written ques­ 
tions had to be submitted in advance 
to the President, which he would 
or would not answer as he pleased. 
Reporters were given no right to 
raise their voices in direct oral 
questions. 
This system was put into effect 
by President Warren G. Harding 
because of a faux pas he made one 
day in discussing foreign policy 
which brought Secretary of State 
Charles E. Hughes running in pro­ 
test, his beard all aquiver. The 
written question system continued 
until President Roosevelt opened 
up the press conference to the 
free-for-all that it is today. 
President Truman reduced the 
White House news conferences to 
one a week and, during World War 
II, there were fewer news confer­ 
ences with Cabinet officers. 
In the Eisenhower Administra­ 
tion, news conferences with the 
President are on a very irregular 
basis. As for Cabinet members, 
only two meet the press in a general 
news conference with any regularity 
— Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, once a week, and Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson, less 
often. 
With the eight others, weeks pass 
without newspapermen ever seeing 
them. The only way you know they 
are still around is through the social 
columns. Some Cabinet officers oc­ 
casionally see individual newspaper 
and radio - television representa­ 
tives in private interviews.

This week we are rolling the future 
around from column to column. In 
this one we will generalize. 
a 
EDUCATION 
It will be a m ajor year for edu­ 
cation in most of W arren county. 
Plans for the proposed Warren Area 
Joint high school should be com­ 
pleted and approved. Work should 
start in 1958. 
We must decide what we want in 
this school. We must not approach 
it with a price ceiling. The figure 
will be determined by the need, and 
the Warren area is not so financially 
strapped that it cannot have the best. 
It is apparent that we will have a 
new high schooL Where it will be is 
not quite so clear, No ideal site has 
been found, though the objections to 
the Swick area, which most approve, 
have been greatly exaggerated. It has 
the inside track. 
We believe we would be foolish 
to expect an adequate high school 
to cost us less than two and a half 
million dollars. The state will pay 
over two million of this. If we can 
fill our secondary school needs for 
a half million dollars, plus interest, 
we will be doing an exceptional job. 
Education is going to cost us more 
money, and that will be true no 
m atter whether we build a new high1 
school or not. It will cost more to 
live in 1957. It will cost /nore to 
operate a business. It vail cost 
more to run a community, a state, 
o r a nation. And it will cost more 
to provide education. Add improve­ 
ments and natural expansions, and 
you have more increase, some of 
which will be financed bv the state,

but all of which will come out of 
your personal Income. 
The Eisenhower high school will 
be completed in 1957. It will prove 
what can be done when people knock 
down the old lines of yesterday and 
work together for tomorrow. It is 
the most modern and progressive 
school in Warren county, an ex­ 
ample for all of us to study; and an 
example to shame a good share of 
us. 
Tidioute and Sheffield have had 
the air cleared by the state. Their 
status has been in doubt, and it has 
been feared that they might be 
forced to join with others. They 
now have been told they are con­ 
sidered to be official school dis­ 
tricts and can plan accordingly. 
Though it tells them where they 
'stand, we doubt if it is the answer 
to their problems. 
You also will hear more of the 
regional proposal for education in 
Pennsylvania. Regions are to re ­ 
place counties as intermediates be­ 
tween local districts and the state. 
This legislation will be introduced 
in 1957 if it can be written in time. 
The legislature may kick it around 
so much you won’t recognize it. 
We do not predict its passage this 
year.

I TAXES GOING UP

COUNTY GOVERNMENT 
This no doubt will be the year 
when the W arren county commis­ 
sioners will decide what method 
is to be used to make assessm ents. 
Once the method is determined an 
idea of the cost will be known and 
the tax bill can be set. 
We believe the com missioners 
are apt to find that they have more 
money than they expected. The two 
new commissioners in 1956 had 
nothing to go by when it came to 
setting up a budget. The accounting 
system of the county was very poor 
This they have attempted to correct. 
We believe the corrective steps will 
result in a surprising amount of 
revenue. 
This may not mean a tax re ­ 
duction, but it could mean that the 
assessing job can be done with 
little or even no increase. 
It also suggests that a big help 
could be given to education through 
reference 
facilities 
and reading 
background by providing a county 
library service. This has been re ­ 
quested by school boards, PTA’S, 
Granges, 
c o u n t y firem en, and 
others. It would cost the county 
less than a mill and would be 
financially aided by the state. 
However, the com m issioners will 
have to show evidence of greater 
vision than previously has been 
prevalent in that office if it is to 
be done in 1957. 
We may see more consolidation 
practiced in the commissioner of­ 
fice. We have noted that the current 
administration tends toward this 
policy. Polling houses are being 
sold and schools rented for election 
days. This eliminates the main­ 
tenance of these buildings. 
We detect a displeasure with the 
annex and a tendency to move offices 
into the court house which has much 
room going to waste. Changes in 
court house offices, the location of 
officials, and even in personnel are 
predicted for 1957. 
T h e 
com missioners also have 
taken the politics out of insurance. 
Instead of giving a major share of 
the insurance to one agency, all 
agencies have been invited to have 
a part and the insurance is dis­ 
tributed. This is a step for which 


they should be highly commended. 


DISASTERS 
We certainly wouldn’t predict a 
repetition of last year's fires and 
floods, but we must not shut our 
eyes to the fact that both threats 
remain with us. 
Warren is an old town and there 
are other buildings equally as filled 
with seasoned, dry wood as the 
C arver Hotel. Our present high 
school is one of them . . . . brick 
walls and a m ass of dry wood in 
the floors, walls, and ceilings! 
Up to now (or up to this writing) 
we have not had the snow of last 
year, We started with snow in No­ 
vember, had it into April, and fol­ 
lowed it with rain all summer. 
The result was a record river flood 
in the spring and two flash floods 
on nearby stream s in the summer. 
We do have one bad sign. The 
river has not returned to its low 
level, as is the case most falls. Rain 
has kept it up. It also has kept the 
ground saturated. If this continues, 
or if we have a store of heavy snow 
on top of it, we will be ripe for 
trouble in the spring. 
We predict a light winter. And a 
hot summer. 


ELECTION 
This will be what often is called 
an off-year for election purposes. 
This is because few major state or 
national officials are chosen. In 
W arren’ county, death in office has 
changed the term sequence to leave 
little but the district attorney to be 
elected this year. 
However, there are some im ­ 
portant choices to be made locally. 
Nine councilmen and the burgess will 
be elected in W arren. There also 
will be school board members to 
be chosen. 
W arren councilmen whose term s 
run out this year include W arren 
M iller, Nick M erenick, JesseSm ith, 
John Carbon, PaulYagge, JohnNew- 
maker, Ted Berdine, R. E. Johnson, 
and Maurice R. Emery. 
The burgess office has a special 
significance this year. Republican 
leaders are talking about Burgess 
William E. Rice as a potential suc­ 
cessor to Assemblyman Allen Gib­ 
son if Mr. Gibson decides to run 
for the state senate when Senator 
Chapman retires. There is some 
doubt about this because Mr. Gibson 
has so many years in the assembly 
that he has much more status there 
than he would have as a new senator. 
If Mr. Gibson does decide to try 
for the senate, the Warren burgess 
office becomes a stepping stone.

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Your Forest Ranger

The last of the great army of 
hunters that invaded the Allegheny 
National Forest the opening day of 
deer season have left the Forest, 
and hung up their rifles until the 
cycle of falling leaves again heralds 
the opening of small game season 
next autumn. 
Eluding the hunter, during the past 
two weeks, did not offer half the 
challenge to the 
deer population 
that the struggle for survival during 
the 
bleak 
winter 
months 
ahead 
promises. Fleetness of foot, acute 
intelligence, protective coloring, a 
keen sense of sm ell and alertness 
to the movements of their enemies 
are all of no avail to starving deer 
caught in a hunger web of their own 
making. 
Like total war, starvation does 
not discriminate between the sexes. 
The weakling dies whether it be 
buck, doe or yearling fawn. The 
spike 
buck 
that 
through 
mal­ 
nutrition was unable to grow the 
extra inch of 
antler to 
become 
legal game has been spared by the 
hunter only to fall to the ground 
near some water course the vic­ 
tim of winter starvation. 
Although death loss by starva­ 
tion is 
an annual affair on the 
Allegheny National 
Forest, it is 
not the spectacular and revolting 
thing that man is capable of in­ 
flicting on his own kind with his 
concentration camps with planned 
mass 
starvation, 
the tool of the 
conqueror. 
Death in the Forest by starva­ 
tion is an individual affair, and the 
deer that crumples 
to the snow 
covered ground is scarcely missed. 
I have stumbled upon their remains 
at the foot of a tree I was m easur­ 
ing for a tim ber sale, or upon 
stepping over a moss covered hem­ 
lock log have nearly stepped upon a 
crumpled body. Sometimes I en­ 
counter one in a stream bed or in 
the pit left by an ancient uprooted 
tree. Once I encountered one stag­ 
gering down a logging road where 


it seemed to find the walking easier, 
only to fall and struggle to its feet 
again and again. 
Like the victims of auto accidents 
who are picked off one or two at a 
time on the highways of America 
so that the enormity of the annual 
slaughter is never really com pre­ 
hended by the public, the deer that 
die of malnutrition over the half­ 
million acres of the Allegheny Na­ 
tional Forest are rarely seen and 
never m issed. And yet this death 
loss, and the stunted condition of 
the deer that do survive are as 
unnecessary 
as the 
s e n s e l e s s 
slaughter and crippling that occurs 
among 
American 
motorists 
and 
pedestrians. 
More liberalized hunting, which 
will permit the hunting of deer of 
either sex, 
and 
consequent herd 
reduction together with a stepped up 
Drogram of habitat development to 
create better food conditions for a 
reduced herd would permit the deer 
population of the Forest to face the 
rigors of winter confidently, and 
escape the hunger trap that excess 
numbers have created. 
Legal buck deer weight m easure­ 
ments on the Forest during the 1956 
season averaged about 105 pounds. 
When you realize that whitetail bucks 
lave 
been known to 
exceed 300 
pounds, where food conditions were 
ideal, the deer weights on the A lle­ 
gheny National Forest in 1956 pro­ 
vide a sad commentary oh the con­ 
dition of the deer range on this 
b rest and provide little hope for 
maximum tim ber crops in the future.
